Frightful Mine Aceident, "W
Wursnixo, W, Va, Jan. 2Nt 2ub
o'clock thid afternoon an explosion of flie
damp oce rred in o shatt at the Newburs
Orbel conl eompany's wines al Nowbirg, W.
Vi, which shook the bulldings In the fn-
medinte vicinity and eansed econ sternation
and alarin among the relatives aned friends
of the miners smployed there.

Immediately  following the  sound
of  the explosion, a fame of  fire
arose above the wmonth  of  the  shatt

and timber and debris of all kinds was
strewn around.  Great excitement ensued,
and erowds of people hrciod 1o the seene,

The shaft in which the explosion oeenrred
was sunk abont two vears ago, and hias
renched a depth of 450 feet from the base of
the shaft,  “Phe wain heading rons ont aboat
Tl aomile from whore the nayveow romns di-
verge  from elther  side,  The  theory
advanced a8 to the ennse of the explosion is
that fire demp hind acenminlated in one of
these rooms and was aecldentally Helited by n
miner's lnmp, but nothing positive has yet
bBeen learned,

The foree of the expiosion hloeked the air
so close that no one would yenture in the
main heading to pseerdain the fateof the im-
prisoned men until an . aiv passage eould be
establishod,  This  work §s being  pushed

Both wera tuken to Westmoreland
county jull, They elaim that most of the
men arrested were on thely own property en-
gaged in peaceful pursuits and their arrest
wits due solely to acdesive on the part of the

A few
dnys ago, the only contestants whose elaims
appented to have any welzht were Merill
and Kinne, and the indieations were that
Mepeill wounld win beeanse of his soldier
tecord. It mppears now, however, that the
deinoeratic mambers of the delegation are
divided and all torn up over the matter, and
while they appear ealm on the surface there is
an underenrrent of 1l feeling among them
wliich may break out into open lostilities at
any  time,  Captain Blake of lowa
county shows signs of growing strength, and
as far as the delegation is coneerned the tight
would =eem to be between Blake, Merrill and
Kinne, Dut politieal moves do not always
appear on the surface, which aeeonnts for the
fact that there Is another factor in the con-
troversy which some of the demoerats of the
delegation ave no desive fo countenanee.
Weaver has a candidate of his own, and Is
doing some very earnest work in his behalf.
This man is Weaver's business partner, Gil-

lett, and  Weaver Is  extremely  ans-
fous  to place him  in some  posi-
tion  where he ean  secure  a  firm

liold upon the national ndder.  He will make
Gillett pension agent. If not e, he will
becontented with the Des Molnes postollice.
In aeddition to the candidates named above,
Dr. MeCoy ot Algona, who was in the nrmy,
Is muking a strong fight for the agency.  He
i5 baeked by popular sentiment to some ex-
tent, but islkely to lose, as liels not sup-
ported by any member of congress or leading
ringmaster of the demoeratic party of Lowi.
The point of agreement of the democratic
party is now more remote than ever. and
Jerey Murphy is not as happy as he was,
IMPEACH THE TREASULRY OFFICTALS.
Some very bitter talk s being Indulged in
rezurding the attitude of  the administration
on the silver question,  Demoerats as well ns
republicans  are. employing denunciatory
anghage, and the atmosphere 18 growing
warm hereabounts for men who advoeate a
suspension of coinage. Mr. Payson, of Il-
linois, one of the oldest and most influential
members of the honge, spoke out to«day ton
reporter.  He said that his extensive inguir-
ies into the question had shown him faets
that convinead Lim that the silver side of the
question was the right side. I predict to

you now,” he said,  “that no
bill  changing the existing law  can
pass cither branch of CONEress,

A bl to suspend eoinage would be beaten
in the house by a majority of & hundred.
I'his war upon silver s an outrage. You can-
notexpress my opposition to it too strongly.
The treasury officinls are responsible for
whatever depreciation In value silver has
suffered. They hiave been fighing it; they
resist the laws of congress, and o all they
can to decrease the yalue of enrreney  estab-

lished by  congress, They  should
be impeached, and 1 think 1
shall bring the. matter  before the

house. For years the treasury has been re-
sisting congress,  They have no right to say
what sghull and what shall notbe nlegal
tender, It istheir place to exeente the law
and not attempt to anunl,  Articles of im-
peachment should be drawn up.™

PUSHING TIT1) HENNEPIN MEASURE.

The house cianal committee to-day took up
the Murphy Dbill on the Hennepin eanal
State Sepator Dunnell of Iinoi®, represent-
ing the waterways convention which met in
St. Paul lust summer, presented a copy of the
